York Springs—is seen in the bill 
introduced in congress by Repre­ 
sentative Joseph M artin, of Mas­ 
sachusetts, to place 
all employes, 
except postmasters, under the pro­ 
tection of the civil service. 
All employes of third-class offices 
are “hired and fired by the post­ 
m aster at will, and the pay is ridic­ 
ulously small in many cases—some­ 
times as low as $36 a m onth—and 
new postmasters oast old employes 
to hire members of their own fam ­ 
ilies or other favored ones where 
the 
rem uneration 
is 
inviting 
enough,” declared John W. Barrett, 
president of the United National

ON READING 


'T ’HERE is no solace in the world quite comparable to that of read- 
* ing. 
No matter what the mood, there is always something, in some 
book, to shift one into another world. 
The printed book has always been a record of m en’s thoughts, ob­ 
servations, and experiences. 
In a lifetime we can meet but a few of the 
great ones who have performed and left a monument to their tireless 
labor, but anyone can become acquainted with the greatest in their books, 
or in books written about them. 
Tile printed book may be had by the poorest, and in our public li­ 
braries are the masterpieces of all time. 
There are times, however, when even the published book does not 
appease the hunger of our makeup. Then it is that we can read from 
other volumes. Every field, forest, stream, mountain, range, valley, flower, 
every blade of grass, has its story, and the humblest of us may write 
out our own book, and read it to ourselves—from what we see with our 
eyes. 
The history of one’s life may be read rapidly from the lines and 
planes in the face. 
Nature stamps its record as it goes along. Re­ 
cently I read the story of a long period of natural history merely from 
the markings in a series of stone. Scores of these histories have been 
compiled by writers, and put into books. The first record of man’s 
aspiration toward something higher was found upon the rocks in his 
native abodes. 
Everything that lives, or that has ever lived, leaves, or has left, a 
story of its life and its contact with this earth. 
On Easter morning I re-read the story of the resurrection in the 
most beautiful sunrise that I have ever seen. We saw it from the shore of 
the sea. wliich was as smooth as plate glass. In the distance were piled 
great masses of clouds, with mammoth towers, rounded in grey domes, 
and tinted with the touch of a vanishing night sky. The lovely evening 
star still was there. 
On the opposite side of the sky was a full moon, 
heavy in its golden glow’. 
Little by little purple gleams spread all about, 
and a feathery fan of delicate, soft white clouds spread over the canopy 
of the approaching morn. 
Then between the two great domes of clouds a faint line of red 
appeared, then a crescent of deeper red—then the full sun in brilliant 
crimson! 
like the soft notes from a violin, some heavenly choir seemed 
to chant: 
"He is risen!’
